The 
man on the street knows exactly how the thing 
works out. He hasn't any money and can't get 
any unless he borrows it, and his governments

This because, as widely proclaimed when the 
depression was young, it is one of the “laws” 
of the universe, or of custom, or something, that 
a Government must not issue money unless it 
has gold to back up the issue. Since there is 
not a fraction enough gold in the world to pay 
its debts that seemed to be a pretty tough law. 

But now another one emerges that is tougher 
a Government must not issue money even 
when it has gold lying in the vaults. This is 
the latest disclosure at Ottawa, where the Bank 
of Canada has gold amounting to 66 per cent of 
its note issue, while it only needs 25 per cent; 
but isn’t issuing any more notes, has in fact cut 
down the issue by $20,000,000 since April. 

Putting these two “laws” 
see how and why the “sound” money system 
works the way it does. Nothing but gold must 
be monetized, and gold must not be monetized 
either.

| Conquest Of Poverty 


By G. G. McGEER 
(The following has been taken from Mr. 
McGeer’s latest book, “The Conquest of 
Poverty,” now on sale throughout Canada.) 
Contin ued From Yesterday 


Surely we should have learned that if it was 
necessary to suspend the gold standard to 
secure the moneys necessary to finance war 
that we would be unable to pay war debts and 
the costs of rehabilitation if the gold standard 
was re-established. We should have learned 
that when governments distribute wages an in- 
crease in buying power is established and the 
attendant new demands for all manner of goods 
and services create work and wages and profits 
for business, commerce and industry. But we 
apparently learned nothing. No sooner was the 
war over than the international financiers pro- 
ceeded to re-establish the cruelest regimenta- 
tion of humanity in a straight-jacket of gold 
that had ever been imposed upon any civiliza- 
tion. The international bankers demanded the 
restoration of the gold standard and stupid 
statesmen agreed to their demand. 


The Post-War Conspiracy 

This monstrous conspiracy was not carried 
out without opposition. In 1918, Arthur Kitson, 
anticipating what was coming, wrote: 

“The nation should be on its guard to 
see that the war debt is not enhanced by 
some jugglery with our legal tender after 
the war. I have already sounded a note of 
warning in my last book. ‘A Fraudulent 
Standard,’ on this matter. The re-introduc- 
tion of a gold currency accompanied by the 
gradual withdrawal of our Treasury notes, 
will, by raising the purchasing power of 
money and lowering prices, double, if not 
treble, the actual amount of the war debt 
in terms of labor and commodities with 
which the public will have to pay both 
principal and interest. The method is so 
insidious and can be accomplished so easily 
that the public may be cheated before they 
are aware of it. The war debt has been 
incurred in cheap pounds, and honest deal- 
ing requires repayment in pounds and in 
commodities of the same value as when the 
debt was incurred. To raise the value of 
money after the war is an old trick of the 
world’s financiers. It was practised after 
the Napoleonic and American Civil wars, 

and led to years of industrial and social 

disasters and untold misery. At all costs a 

repetition of such jugglery should be pre- 

vented.” 

TI warning went unheeded. The British 
govern ment set up the Cunliff Commission in 
1918. The international bankers became active 
and before the Armistice was signed it became 
apparent that they were bent on re-establish- 
ing as quickly as they possibly could all the 
iniquities of the gold standard system 


Danger 

The Cunliff committee, in 1918, made an 
interim report, which was completely confirmed 
by the final report of the committee in Decem- 
~ 1919, advising—

Kitson, in criticism of this interim report at 
that time, wrote:

1920, Kitson warned the people of 
n against the bankers’ conspiracy. 
ne he wrote: 


“We are threatened with wholesome 
bankruptcy and national ruin through the 
return to gold standard now being 


strenuously advanced by the Treasury and 
Inland Revenue officials, aided by certain 
financiers both national and international 
and their organs. Unless the true nature of 
this policy is exposed and the conspiracy 
which lies at its root defeated, the British 
axpayers will not only be saddled with a 
debt which will become practically .inex- 
nguishable, but we shall witness a period 
of industrial depression and social upheaval 
more ible than that following the 
Napoleonic wars of a century ago....

VICTORIA, Aug. 9.—Closing of 
ell elementary schools in British 
Columbia with an average daily 
attendance under cight is recom- 
mended in the report of H. B. King 
technical adviser to the provincial 
government commission on school 
finance, : 

Major King would educate pupils 
from the 94 such schools through 


the government's corespondence 
course now functioning Money 
ro saved could be used to raise 


teachers’ salaries of $780 or less to 
the “level of decent subsistence.” 
Alternatively, he suggests the 48 
schools with an average daily at- 
tendance under seven be closed 
He believes the saving would be 
$100 a year on each pupil trans- 
ferred from a school to the corre- 
spondence course. He could n t 
estimate the total saving, since 33 


school boards failed to report, but 
the cost of the remaining school 
was $56,837. 

A saving of from $40,000 t 
£50000 could readily be made b) 
closing the schools with an average 
doily attendance under seven and 
about twice that much by closing 
¢dhose under eight,” the report 
states.
